river some time during last night. 
She left home yesterday afternoon

The Spanish Insurrection. 
Maprip, August 13. 

General Martinez Campor, Minister 
of War, to-day informed the Cabinet 
that four rebel sergeants had been 
shot at Sante Domingo..
